KEEPS SEAS OPEN 


(By the Associated Press) 
London, Sept. 
27.— (Correspond­ 
ence of The Associated Press)— 
There is an elbow of road above the 
Firth and Forth where if one should 
come to it in a fortunate hour, he 
would see the Grand Fleet, the ham­ 
mer-head of the British navy.

“If all of the reduction in the yield of 
oil was taken from the seed it would 
mean a much heavier reduction in the 
price to the producer.”

Learners are paid fifty cents an 
hour while they are being schooled 
in the work. After a few weeks train­ 
ing they are given the opportunity 
to earn as high as $26 a day if they 
are sufficiently speedy.

25 miles to Drocourt. 
They called ~ 
this switch the Wotan line. 
The northern end of the Hinden­ 
burg line and the Wotan line both 
have been broken more than once by 
the British armies and both are now 
in possession of the British armies.

Ridge and have failed to retake it. 
The Hindenburg line 
is 
not 
a 
trench but a system of field formtifi- 
cations. In places it is said to be ten 
miles deep, consisting h ot only of the 
trench system but of multiple lines 
of barbed wire entanglements, con­ 
crete positions for artillery, deep dug 
outs capable of housing a battalion 
of troops, numerous pill-boxes for 
machine-guns and, in fact, every de­ 
vice the Germans have been able to 
assemble to block the way to Ger­ 
many. 
Near Builecourt was a formidable 
underground fortification known 
as 
the “Tunnel Trench" which the Ger­ 
mans believed to 
be 
impregnable. 
This tunnel connecting the trenches 
was more than a mile long and was 
mined for its whole length, lighted 
with electricity and had entrances at 
short intervals* It was reinforced by

San Francisco, Calif., Aug. 18. 
Dear W irt: 
I guess that you wonder where I 
am. I am now at Camp Presidio in 
San Francisco. We got here last Fri­ 
day evening about 4:30. Had a 72 
hours trip and rode over 1900 miles. 
It was some ride. 
We went through Texas, New Mex­ 
ico, Arizona and California.
